By The Gills 


A fish’s gills are the organ by which it “breathes.’* 
Slotted back of the head, they make the fish vulnerable 
to a gill net. Tliis is a mesh which is suspended by 
floats and anchors and when tlie fish try to swim 
through it. it closes about their heads and entangles 
in their gills, drowning them. It is an ancient tvpe of 
fishnet and has been used in the Great Irakés for more 
than a century. 


Tîie Michigan Conservation Denartment is propos­

Tlie fishermen say that there’s room for both com­ 
mercial fishing and .sports fishing in the lakes and that 
their operations are vital to a welUmanasred fishery. 
Tliey emnloy good logic thus far. Wi->en th.e^ add that 
they are the public’s hope of gettinor fi.sh in the market 
they are less imnressive because tbe state is under no 
compulsion to r>rovide a livelihood for commercial fish- 
erme^t nor to fill the fishmonger’s shop with fish. 


Tiie state is under a compulsion, however, to re­ 
store the Great T^kes fishery and public policy dictates 
that it be used for the greatest public benefit. Tliis will 
automaticallv mean a chansre to the increased sports 
fishing envisioned by Conservation "nenartment. But 
this need not and should not kill off the commercial 
fishermen: t^ev are, as they .sav, absolutelv imperative 
to the management of a fully productive Great T^kes 
fishery. 


The Conservation Departm ent, which h a s shown 
Home genius quality in its Fish Division of late, may be 
excused somewhat for its boo-boos in the restoration 
progi*am because it’s all so new and exnerimental. but 
it seems to us that it has retained an old cops-and-rob- 
bers attitude toward the commercial fishermen in a new 
era of enormous change and that it has needlessly 
frightened and injured the commercial fishermen. 


Where was the nlanning that could have anticipated 
the heavy take of illegal undersized lake trout in legal 
whitefish net?? Where is the department effort to find 
helpful work for the commercial fishennen to help tide 
Diem over until the fishery is re.stoi*ed and their role 
in its management is more clearly defined and more 
assuredly profitable? 


For the Conservation Department to approach the 
task of lake fisherv restoration without a helnful view 
of the commercial fishermen’s problems resulting from 
it is to render a public disservice by taking altoqrether 
too narro\\- a view of a huge, complex problem. We are 
mindful t)iat wlien the government tried to deal with a 
situation of farm sui-plus it compensated the farmers 
who foopovj'ted in the remedy. 


The situation here isn’t fullv analos^ous. but it is 
another instance of government stepping forcefullv into 
resource manasrement. and while a shrinkage of the 
rommerfial fishinir fleet seems inevitable and limited 
entiw (permit and quota) fishing imperative, there still 
remains a need for some kind of rescue onerations to 
]<ppn t^'e commercial fish boats afloat until they can 
be put back to work more productively. 


Our feai is that the Conservation Depai-tment’s 
stt.nc«* in the restoration prorrram will send tlie com­ 
mercial fisi'fM'men to the i.egislature for I’emedy that 
will set tho fishery restoration program back for years. 
If tho I .e'ji^h'Uire underti^kes to decide which fish be-

REGULATING SUPPLIED 
FACILITIES, MAINTENANCE, AND 
OCCUPANCY OF DWELLINGS AND 
DWELLING UNITS 


AN ORDINANCE estoblishing minimum sfondords govorning fht condition ond moin< 
tenoce of dwellings; tstoblishing minimum stondords govorning supplied utilities ond fo- 
cilities ond other physicol things ond conditions ossentiol to moke dwellings sofe, son- 
itory, ond fit for humon hobitotion; estoblishing 
minimum 
stondords governing 
the 
condition of dwellings offered for rent; fixing certoin responsibilities ond duties of own­ 
ers ond occuponts of dwellings; outhoriiing the inspection of dwellings, ond the con- 
demnotion of dwellings unfit for humon hobitotion; ond fixing penolties for violotions. 


WHEREAS, in the City of Esconobo, thtro ore, or moy in the future be, dwelling 
structures which ore so dilopidoted, unsafe, dongerous, unhygienic, or insonitory os to 
constitute o menoce to the heolth ond/or sofety of the people of this City of Esconobo: 


BE IT THEREFORE ORDAINED by tho Council of the City of Esconobo, os follows: 


SECTION 5. 
GENERAL REQUIREMENTS RELATING TO THE SAFE AND SAN­ 
ITARY MAINTENANCE OF PARTS OF DWELLING AND DWELLING UNITS 


No person shall occupy as owner-occupnnt or let to another for occupancy for the purpose of 
living: therein, any dwelling or dwellinn: unit which does not comply with the following re­ 
quirements: 


5.1 
Every foundation, floor, wall, ceilingf. and roof shall he reasonably weather-tigfht, and rodent- 
pt'oof; shall be capable of affording privacy; and shall be kept in good repair. 


5.2 
Every window, exterior door, and basement hatchway shall be reasonably weathertight. water­ 
tight. and rodentproof; and shall be kept in sound working condition and good repair. 


.5..1 
Every inside and outside staircase, every porch, and ever>^ appurtenance thereto shall be so 
constructed as to be safe to use and capable of supporting the load that normal use may causo 
to be placed thereon; and shall be kept in sound condition and good repair. 


5.4 
Every plumbing fixture and water and waste pipe shall be properly installed and maintained 
in good and sanitary working condition, free from defects, leaks, and obstructions. 


5..! 
Every water clo.set compartment floor suiface and bathroom floor surface shall be constructed 
and maintained so as to be reasonably impervious to water and .so as to permit such floor to 
be easily kept in a clean and sanitary condition. 


5.6 
Every supplied facility, piece of equipment, or utility which Is required under this ordinance 
shall be so constructed or installed that it will function safely and effectively, and shall bt 
maintained in satisfactory working condition. 


5.7 
No owner, operator, or occupant shall cause any service, facility, equipment or utility which is 
required under this ordinance to be removed from or shut off from or discontinued for any 
occupied dwelling let or occupied by him, except for such temporary interruption as may be 
necessary while actual repairs or alterations are in progress, or during temporary emergen­ 
cies when discontinuance of service is approved by the Authorized Inspector. 


5.8 
No owner shall occupy or let to any other occupant any vacant dwelling unit unless it is clean, 
sanitary, and fit for human occupancy. 


SECTION 6. 
MINIMUM SPACE, USE AND LOCATION REQUIREMENTS 


No person shall occupy or let to another for occupancy any dwelling or dwelling unit, for thf 
purpose of living therein, which does not comply with the following requirements: 


6.1 
Every dwelling unit shall contain at least 150 square feet of floor space for the first occupant 
thereof and at least 100 additional square feet of floor space for every additional occupant 
thereof, the floor space to be calculated on the basis of total habitable room area. 


6.2 
In every dwelling unit of two or more rooms, every room occupied for sleeping purposes hr 
one occupant shall contain at least 6.) square feet of floor space, and every room occupied for 
sleeping purposes by more than one occupant shall contain at least 30 additional square feet 
of floor space for each additional occupant thereof. 


6.:{ 
No dwelling or dwelling unit containing two or more sleeping rooms shall have such room 
arrangements that access to a bathroom or water closet compartment intended for use by oc­ 
cupants of more than one sleeping room can be had only by going through another sleeping 
room: nor shall room arrangements be such that access to a sleeping room can be had only 
by going through another sleeping room or a bathroom or water closet compartment. 


6.4 
At least one-half of the floor area of every habitable room shall have a ceiling height of at 
least seven feet, and the floor area of that part of any room where the ceiling height is less 
than five feet shall not be considered as part of the floor area in computing the total floor 
area of the room for the purpose of determining the maximum permissible occupancy thereof. 


6..) 
No cellar or basement space shall be used as a habitable room or dwelling unit unless it meets 
the requirements of this code for habitable rooms or dwelling units, and shall have adequato 
humidity control and be approved by the Authorized Inspector. 


SECTION 7. 
RESPONSIBILITIES OF OWNERS AND OCCUPANTS 


7.1 
Every owner of a dwelling containing two or more dwelling units shall be responsible for 
maintaining in a clean and sanitary condition the shared or public area of the dwelling and 
premises thereof. 


7.2 
Every occupant of a dwelling or dwelling unit shall keep in a clean and sanitary condition that 
part of the dwelling, dwelling unit, and premises thereof which he occupies and contit>ls. 


7.;i 
Every occupant of a dwelling or a dwelling unit shall dispose of all his rubbish in a clean and 
siinitary manner by placing it in the rubbish «^ntainers required by Subsection 3,6 of this 
ordinance. 


7.4 
Every occupant of a dwelling or a dwelling unit shall dispose of all his garlmge and any other 
organic waste in a clean and mnitary manner, by placing it in the garbage disposal facilities 
or garbage storage containers required by Subsection 3.7 of this ordinance. It shall be the re­ 
sponsibility of the owner to supply such facilities or containers for all dwelling units in a 
dwelling containing more than two dwelling units which share the same premises. In all 
other cases It shall be the responsibility of the occupant to furnish such facilities or containers. 


7.5 
Every occupant of a dwelling or dwelling unit shall be responsible for hanging all screens and 
double doors and windows whenever the same are required under the provisions of this or­ 
dinance or any rule or regutotion adopted or pursuant thereto, except where the owner has 
agreed to supply such service. 


7.6 
Every occupant of a dwelling containing a single dwelling unit shall be responsible for the ex­ 
termination of any insects, rodents, or other pests therein or on the premises; and every oc­ 
cupant of a dwelling containing more than one dwelling unit shall be responsible for such ex­ 
termination w'henever his dwelling unit is the only one infested. Notwithstanding the forego­ 
ing provisions of this Subsection, whenever infestation is caused by failure of the owner to 
maintain a dwelling in a ratproof or reasonable insectproof condition, extermination shall be the 
responsibility of the ow'ner. Whenever infestation exists In two or more of the dwelling units 
in any dwelling or in the shared or public parts of any dwelling containing two or more dwell­ 
ing units, extermination thereof shall be the responsibility of the owner. 


7.7 
Every occupant of a dwelling unit shall keep all plumbing fixtures therein In a clean and 
sitnitary condition and shall be responsible for the exercise of reasonable care in the proper 
use and operation thereof.

Thurgood Marshall Is 
Tagged Court Liberal

But a quarter-century 
as a distinguished civil rights 
lawyer, dozens of opinions as a 
lower federal court judge and 
his two-year stint as solicitor 
general—representing the feder­ 
al government before the high 
court—provide a fairly reliable
